NEW YORK, April 4 (AP)— 
Formal notice was served on the 
steel industry today of a strike at 
12:01 a.m. Wednesday, April 9, 
but later union and steel industry 
representatives agreed to stand 
by for more talks in an effort-to 
reach an agreement, 

The request for further talks 
Was made by John R, Steelman, 
acting defense mobilizer. 

Earlier today an_ industry 
spokesman said that as a result 
of the formal notice of a strike 
the mills would start cooling 
their furnaces immeaiately. 

WSB Head Called. 

Steelman disclosed in Washing- 
ton that he had asked Nathan 
Feinsinger, Wage Stabilization 
Board chairman, to fly to New 
York to help try to avert a strike 
by 700,000 CIO United Steel 


‘Workers. 

Feinsinger said “= was pre-| 
pared to stay “until hell freezes 
‘over’ in an effort to avert a strike. 


Under an agreement with the 
WSB, the union was committed to 
giving industry 96-hour notice be- 
fore striking. This is to allow the 
mills time to cool furnaces and 
guard against permanent damage 
to equipment. 

Possibly only a Government 
seizure or a presidential order 
for a Taft-Hartley law injunction 
could stave off a strike in mills 
that..produce 95 per cent of the 
country’s steel. The union has al- 
teady postponed a strike four 
times, a total of 99 days. 

- Industry to Resist Seizure. 


The industry said it would re- 
sist a seizure. The union said it 
would fight any move for an in- 
junction. The Taft-Hartley law 
provides for an 80-day, no-strike 
injunction under national emer- 
gency provisions. 

Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall 
conferred with Steelman again 
today on the steel price situation. 
Arnall told a reporter they simply 
went over the situation and that 
he had not changed from his op- 
position to a special price in- 
crease for steel to offset a wage 
increase and avert the strike. 

The union insisted the industry 
comply with the wage and other 

roposals by the wage board. The 
Sadcatry balked on the ground 
that the government refused to 
authorize steel price Micreasesy 
sufficient to meet increased labor 


Harry L. Ruppenthal, charged 
with embezzling $100,000 from the 
St. Louis Postal Employes’ Cred- 
it Union, was arrested last night 
in Los Angeles. 

- When picked up by Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents, he 
had $111,400 in cash and $75,000 
in United States Treasury bonds. 


Also in his possession were 
four Army surplus ammunition 
cans, a small trench shovel and a 
quantity of waterproof plastic 
covers—all of which he admitted 
acquiring with the thought he 
might want to bury the money 
and bonds. 


The cash and bonds were found 
in a suitcase. 


Ruppenthal, missing since Sun- 
day, was picked up on Sunset 
boulevard, on the outskirts of Los 
Angeles, while driving.a 1952 au- 
tomobile obtained at a rent-a-car 
agency near the San Francisco 
Airport Monday. 


The St. Louisan rented the car 
under the name of Harry W. 
Anderson. FBI agents then traced 
him to Los Angeles, where he was 
living in a tourist court on Ven- 
tura boulevard. 


Herbert K. Moss, acting agent 
in charge of the FBI office here, 
said today that Ruppenthal is 
charged with interstate transpor- 
tation of stolen funds—a federal 
violation that carries a maximum 
penalty of 10 years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine.

WASHINGTON, April 4—Presi- 
dent Truman told a press confer- 
ence late yesterday tnat he would 
not be a candidate for the United 
States Senate from Missouri this 
year. He aiso said he would not 
run for the House from his Inde- 
pendence district. 

The President made his un- 
equivocal announcement in the 
face of efforts of Maj. Gen. Harry 
H. Vaughan, his military aide, to 
create sehtiment for Truman to 
run for the Senate seat now held 
by Republican James P. Kem of 


Kansas City. 

After newsmen had finished 
questioning the President about 
the forced resignation of Attor- 
ney General J. Howard McGrath, 
the Post-Dispatch asked: “Mr. 
President, we have information 
in St. Louis that Gen. Vaughan 
has telephoned Missouri Demo- 
cratic leaders asking what they 
thought about your running for 
the Senate this year. Did you 
know he was doing this?” 

The President replied that Gen. 
Vaughan did not do that. 

Says Vaughan Did Nothing. 

Asked what Vaughan had done, 
Truman replied that Vaughan had 
done nothing. 

When the reporter asked in- 
credulously, ‘“‘Vaughan did not 
make calls from the White House 
to Missouri Democrats?” 

Truman answered that some of 
them (meaning Missouri Demo- 
crats) may have called him. 

He added that the reporter was 
taking the Post-Dispatch attitude 
toward Gen. Vaughan and it was 
not the right one. 

The reporter remarked: “We 
are primarily interested in wheth- 
er you are going to run for the 
Senate.” 

Grinning broadly, as he had 
throughout this colloquy, Truman 
said he would help out the situa- 
tion—he was not running for the 
Senate. This brought general 
laughter from the crowded con- 
ference room. 

“You will not run for the Sen- 
ate,” the reporter persisted. Tru- 
man then paraphrased his star- 
tling announcement to the Jef- 
ferson-Jackson Day dinner Satur- 
day night by saying: “I shall not” 
be a candidate for the United 
States Senate from Missouri. 

He asked whether this satis- 
fied the reporter. 

The reporter, 
said that it did. 

Pre-Conference Decision. 

Truman’s responses to the Post- 
Dispatch question coincided with 
the advance pig HO ng that 
there had been a briefing session 
before the press conference, at- 
tended by Gen. Vaughan and oth- 
ers of the White House staff, at 
which it was decided that the 
President would treat questions 
about Vaughan’s telephone calls 
to Missouri in a jovial manner.

By referring the resolution 
back to committee, the aldermen 
permitted it to die, this being 
the last board session of the 
1951-52 fiscal year.

Opposition From Oliver. 
A'derman Ben Oliver, Negro, 


section of the resolution placing 
part of his ward in the area to 
be cleared for redevelopment. He 
insisted that the_ rehabilitation 
program would work a hardship 
on many residents who would be 
forced to seek homes elsewhere. 
He was supported by Alderman 
Sidney R. Redmond, Negro, of the 
Eighteenth Ward, who said it is 
difficult for a Negro to find a 
place in which to live. 

Oliver appealed to members of 
the board to defer to his wishes 
in the matter, and aldermanic 
courtesy prevailede. By a vote of 
14 to 11 the board adopted an 
amendment eliminating the Plaza 
section. A motion to refer the 
remaining section back to com- 
mittee then carried unanimously. 

The Plaza area is the tract the 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. was 
organized to- rehabilitate. Busi- 
ness leaders have subscribed $2,- 
000,000 for this undertaking. 

Vote on Plaza Elimination. 

Voting to eliminate the Plaza 
area were Aldermen Oliver, Red- 
mond, Edgar Feely, Carl W. Guet- 
schow, Fred Haag, Alfred Harris, 
John Hoerr, Melvin Krah, De- 
Witte Lawson, Charles McBride, 
Philip Mettler, Linton Peterson, 
—— Watson and William Sto- 
ar. 

In the minority were Alder- 
men William Brady, A. J. Cer- 
vantes, John Curry, Paul Dobber- 
stein, Raymond Egan, Raymond 
Leisure, Leo McLaughlin, Anton 
Niemeyer, James Noonan, Everett 
Taylor and Walter Ziegenbalg. 

The board passed a bill to es- 
tablish a 22-acre municipal park 
in the DeSoto-Carr area. It also 
adopted a resolution authorizing 
the newly created Land Clear- 
ance for Redevelopment Author- 
ity to contract for federal grants- 
in-aid for slum clearance studies. 

The aldermen also approved a 
resolution urging the Federal 
Communications Commission to 
give first priority to granting a 
license for a second television 
station in St. Louis. FCC has an- 
nounced that the television freeze, 
in effect since 1948, would be 
broken soon. 

St. Louis and Pittsburgh are the 
only cities among the country’s

“We feel KSD-TV (the Post-Dis- 
patch station) has done a mar- 
velous job and has given the city 
excellent entertainment. That is 
shown by the fact that there are

Dobberstein said that residents 
of the St. Louis area should have 
a choice of programs, however, 
and a chance to view more net- 
work programs direct.

NDGWAY HINTS 
AT COMPROMISE 


IN TRUCE TALKS 


Thinks Progress Is Being 
Made — Indefinite Re- 
cess Taken to Work on 
Prisoners Issue. 


By ROBERT B. TUCKMAN 

MUNSAN, Korea, April 4 (AP) 
—Truce negotiators hinted today 
they were working toward a 
three-way compromise that would 
clear the way for an armistice in 
Korea. 

These developments led ob- 
servers to predict an agreement 
may be finally in sight: 

1. Secret negotiations on how 
to exchange prisoners of war were 
recessed indefinitely to develop 
“additional avenues” for break- 
ing the long deadlock. 

2. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
top Allied commander, said he 
thought progress was being made 
in the truce talks. He hinted that 
a compromise may be in the 
offing. 

3. Communist newspaper men 
at Panmunjom said Red delegates 
in effect offered to withdraw 
their nomination of Soviet Rus- 
sia as a neutral inspector if the 
United Nations command would 
give up its demand for a bar on 
airfield construction. 

Allied negotiators found no 
such offer in a statement today 
by Chinese Maj. Gen. Hsieh Fang, 
but in the past Communist corre- 
spondents have reflected official 
Red thinking. 

A swap on the Russia and air- 
field issues would eliminate the 
last two road blocks to an agree- 
ment on how to supervise a truce. 
The only other major dispute in- 
volves the question of whether 
prisoners should be allowed to 
choose whether they will return 
home. The Reds want all U.N.- 
held prisoners back. The Allies 
say they must be given a choice. 

Staff. officers trying to find a 
solution to the prisoner problem 
met for 42 minutes today, then 
agreed to an indefinite recess. 

Col. George W. Hickman re- 
fused to say whether the U.N. 
command had submitted a new 
proposal. 

An official U.N. spokesman, 
Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
said the “mutually agreed” re- 
cess was called for “constructive 
reasons.” Some observers specu- 
lated that the move was initiated 
by the U.N. Command, but no of- 
ficial source would confirm this. 
Gen. Ridgway talked with news- 
papermen on a dusty airstrip here 
after conferences with Allied truce 
negotiators and top U.N. military 
commanders. 

“I think we’re making progress 
in the truce talks,” he said. “I 
still decline to make any predic- 
tions as to the final outcome.” 

He made it clear that his ref- 


‘lerence to progress applied to the 


secret prisoner negotiations as 
well as to talks on truce super- 
vision. 

He was the first official to say 
that staff officers have made 
headway toward an agreement on 
the thorny prisoner issue since 
they went into executive session 
March 25. 

Asked if a compromise agree- 
ment might be shaping up, Ridg- 
way replied: 

“That's a difficult one to be 
precise in answering.

WASHINGTON, April 4—Can- 
cellation of the Government's 
cost-plus contract with a St. Louis 
firm to cperate a huge wind tun- 
nel research project was recom- 
mended yesterday by the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

Representative Albert Gore 
(Dem.), Tenuessee, has denounced 
the contract as a “gyp” and the 
firm as a “moocher.” 

Aro, Inc., a subsidiary of the 
St. Louis engineering firm of 
Sverdrup & Parcel, was organized 
in 1950 to operate the new Arnold 
Air Engineering Center at Tulla- 
homa, Tenn., for the Air Force. 
The Government pays the com- 
pany’s operati+« costs, plus a fee 
which will amount to $95,000 this 
year and which, Gore says, is ex- 


‘pected to double next year. 


Provision Adapted. 

The committee, In approving a 
$46,680,600,000 military appropri-

of the research project. Before 
‘it becomes effective this provision

McGranery of Pennsylvania pre- 
pared to take over both the Jus- 
tice Department and the graft in- 
vestigation. 

McGranery said at Philadelphia 
that he expected to meet Presi- 
dent Truman at the White House 
late this afternoon to discuss his 
plans for cleaning up corruption 
in government. 

“There is nothing for me to 
Say until after the conference,” 
he said. “I will probably make 
a long statement after my meet- 
ing with the boss.” 

Nomination Sent to Senate. 

The President sent his formal 
nomination of McGranery as At- 
corney General to the Senate to- 
day for tion. 

The fast-Hreaking events in the 
éapital” were climaxed by Presi- 
dent Truman’s press conference 
late yesterday at which Truman 
crisply announced the resignation 
of McGrath. 

The conference was surcharged 
with .more tension and dramatic 
background than any since the 
outbreak of the Korean war, the 
atmosphere reflecting a domestic 
crisis as electrifying in its way 
as any crucial international crisis, 

McGrath Abruptly Fired. 

Five highlights stood out after 
the historic press conference: 

1. McGrath, long-time politi- 
cal associate of the President 
and a loyal member of the so- 
called White House team, had 
been abruptly fired, despite 
Truman’s statement that the 
resignation was voluntary. 

2. The President, it became 
clear, had decided to let Mor- 
ris’s head roll in the the dust 
despite the President’s earlier 
promise of all-out support and 
co-operation. 

3. Truman, nevertheless, was 
greatly incensed at McGrath’s 
brusque dismissal of Morris, 
and this, as well as McGrath’s 
refusal to answer the Morris 
questionnaire, had led to the 
ouster of the Attorney General.

Eisenhower is also making plans 
to leave for the United States 
shortly after May 15 to become 
an active candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, 
the informants said. 

It was added that Eisenhower 
plans to send his letter of resig- 
nation to Washington soon, pos- 
sibly next week, and that it is 
likely to go to both Secretary of 
Defense Robert A. Lovett and 
President Truman. 


The letter of resignation, and 
Eisenhower's plans to go home, 
were discussed today in a four 
hour and 15 minute meeting be- 
tween him and Senator Henry 
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his hands of Morris. He said he 
couldn’t answer a question as to 
why Morris was fired and that he 
had read about McGrath’s action.

BILL TO REQUIRE DOG 
IMMUNIZATION TO 
GET LICENSE VOTED 


A bill requiring the owner of a 
dog to have the animal immu- 
nized before he can obtain a city 
dog license was passed today by 
the Board of Aldermen. Heretot- 
foré, dog licenses have been is- 
sued unconditionally. 

Before licenses will be issued, 
dog owners will be required to 
produce a certificate showing that 
their animals have been immu- 
nized against rabies by a licensed 
veterinarian, not more than one 
year prior to the date of applica- 
tion for a license.

Attorney General’s Files. 


“There is a technicality in the 
resignation of McGrath,” a re- 
porter said.

Do they remain with Mr. Morris 
or do they go back to the FBI?” 

The reply was that they would 
remain in charge of the Attorney 
General—that they were his files. 

A woman reporter started to

' “Well, sir,” said the woman re-

Hired by McGrath.

Velde said McGranery served as 
the Justice Department’s “white- 
wash artist” when the Hobbs 
Committee was investigating the 
Amerasia case in 1949. 

Amerasia was the name of a 
magazine. which specialized in ar- 
ticles on the Far East. Five men 
and a woman connected with the 
magazine were charged with con- 
spiracy to commit espionage dur- 
ing the latter part of the war with 
Japan. The case served as a 
springboard used by Senator Jo- 
seph McCarthy of Wisconsin for 
his series of sensational charges 
of Communist influences in the 
State Department.

Contract Is Defended. 

Air Force officials defended the 
contract as fair and reasonable.

Local Republi- 
can leaders, he said, have been 
under “terrific pressure” from 
supporters of other presidential 
candidates.

The pact covers navi- 
gation and commerce as well as 
investment and includes a per 
petual friendship clause. .

The same will apply to American 
business ventures under the 
agreement.

U.S. ENGINEERS’ PROPOSALS

House Appropriations Committee Calls for 
Minimum of Planning Until In- 
tegrated Program Is Set Up.

Until an “integrated national 
program for development of wa- 
ter resources” is prepared there 
is no need for more than a mini- 
mum of planning for new water 
projects, the House Appropria- 


tions Committee has declared. 
This statement, coupled with 
sharp new criticism of the activi- 
ties of the Army’s Corps of Engi- 
neers, is contained in the com- 
mittee’s recent lengthy report on 


funds for the Army Engineers’ 
civil functions, a copy of which 
was received by the Post-Dispatch 


today. 
ticularly for criticism Army Engi- 


other flood-control and related 
projects in the lower Missouri 
valley. It refused to recommend 
appropriations for building these, 


The committee singled out par- 


neers’ handling of -proposals for 
Tuttle Creek Dam in Kansas and 


pending the report of the new 
Missouri Basin Survey Commis- 
sion, due next Jan. 3. This refusal 
applied also to Glen Elder Dam, 
a Bureau of Reclamation project, 
also in Kansas. 
$15,500,000 Fund Sought. 

For Tuttle Creek Dam the Army 
Engineers gave the Bureau of the 
Budget a limited estimate of $10,- 
500,000 to start construction, and, 
although similarly limited provi- 
sions for other Kansas projects 


towns, railroads, highways and 
utilities for Tuttle Creek Dam 
may be “woefully inadequate.” It 
added: “Cost estimates for the ac- 
quisition of land also appear to 
the committee to be unrealistic. 


“Presentation of such data to 
Congress merely serves to point 
out the inadequate data’ submit- 
ted by the Corps of Engineers 
and the Bureau of the Budget in 
support of requests for funds to 
initiate construction cn various 
projects. The committee trusts 
that if Tuttle Creek is recom- 
mended by the (survey) commis- 
sion and funds are again request- 
ed for construction that they will 
be based on realistic estimates 
rather than the mediocre infor- 
mation presented in support of 
the present request.” 


Gavins Point Fund Rejected. 
The committee report disciosed 
that the committee had rejected 
a budget estimate of $13,000,000 
for starting the main work on 
Gavins Point Dam, on the Mis- 
souri river at the Nebraska-South 
Dakota line. Some preliminary 
phases of construction have been 
started on this project, called by 
the Army Engineers a key unit 
in its regulation of the Missouri. 
“This project,” said the com- 
mittee, “has increased in cost 
from $15,000,000 at the time of 
authorization to $60,055,000. The 
contemplated project has also 
changed in height from a dam 
with a 25-foot head, as contem- 


additional authorizations. 

“Estimates submitted in con- 
nection with the present project 
show an approximately 30 per 
cent increase over the estimated 
cost of the project in fiscal year 
1952. Such estimating procedures 
point out the utter lack of firm 
cost estimates and cause the com- 
mittee to regard the economic 
feasibility of the project as high- 
ly questionable.” 

Many Projects Under Way. 

The report told of the huge 
volume of costly navigation and 
flood-control projects being built 
by the Army Engineers in many 
parts of the country, and of many 
other projects for which Con- 
gress has given preliminary au- 
thorization. 


“Authorizations for the pYdj- 
ects not now under construction 
in some instances date back to 
the early years of the twentieth 
century,” said the committee. “It 
is obvious to the committee that 
these facts point out a vital need 
for a comprehensive and co-ordi- 
nated program for the develop- 
ment of the water resources of 
the nation.” | 

The report recalled that the 
committee had repeatedly called 
attention to this need in the past 
and that President Truman had 
told Congress last January of 
“the need for improved means to 


‘bring about co-ordinated planning 


for the development of these re- 
sources.” The report contihued: 

“Despite these recommenda- 
tions no steps have been taken 
to formulate an integrated na- 
tional program for the develop- 
ment of our water resources, com- 
pletely co-ordinated with all the 
agencies of the Government. Un- 
til the time such a program is 
formulated the committee fails :to 
see the need for more than the 
minimum amount for additional 
planning and survey work.” 

At another point, the report 
said: “Inability of the Corps of 


Engineers to furnish the commit- 


we ~ @ ey os 


tee with firm obligation and ex- 
penditure data is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent and can only 
be attributable to inadequate 
management and budgetary prac- 
tices. Responsibility for this un- 
warranted condition rests largely 
not only with the Corps of En- 
gineers but with the Bureau of 
the Budget.” 

The committee called for fur- 
ther reduction of the civilian per- 
sonnel of the Army Engineers en- 
gaged on civil projects. 

It rejected a request for 
$2,500,000 to start building a new 
lock at Keokuk dam on the Mis- 
sissippi river, on the ground this 
was not warranted in view of na- 
tional defense demands. It pro- 
vided $1,000,000 for continuing 
work on the Chain of Rocks by- 
Pass canal near St. Louis, and 
served notice it expected that job 
to be completed with this sum. 

Representative Clarence Can- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, is chair- 
man of the committee. 


RUSSIA REPORTED CUTTING 
STAFF IN GERMANY SHARPLY 


BERLIN, April 4 (UP)—Russia 
is drastically cutting the sizeof 
its control commission for Ger- 
many, well informed sources said 
today. 

About 1500 out of a total of 
22,000 employes in Berlin and 
cities of Eastern Germany have 
been ordered home, informants 
said. Some departments are being 
abolished, others consolidated, 

‘Apparently the move is being 
made to give more authority to 


the East German Communist 
government, in an attempt to win 
German support. But there is no 
indication that the 80,000-man 
Russian secret police force in the 
Soviet zone will be reduced, in- 
formants said. 


WESTERNELEGTRIC

PHONE SERVICE 


Walkout by 500 Employ- 
es Set for Monday Un- 


less Contract Dispute 
Is ,oettled. 


About 500 employes of West- 
ern Electric Co. will go on strike 
here at 6 a.m. Monday, unless a 
contract dispute with the com- 
pany is settled, and will set up 
picket lines which could result in 
a city-wide interruption of tele- 
phone service, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

If the strike occurs, the West- 
ern Electric workers will picket 
exchanges of Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. where they have 
been installing equipment. South- 
western employes, though not di- 
rectly involved in the dispute, 
would be expected to respect the 
picket lines. 

Western Electric and Bell sys- 
tem employes here are members 
of the CIO Communications Work- 
ers of ‘America. A relationship 
exists between Bell system com- 
panies and Western Electric be- 
cause both are subsidiaries of the 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. 

Scheduled to strike here are 
members of two CIO-CWA lo- 
cals employed as Western Electric 
equipment installers in South- 
western Bell exchanges and as 
warehouse workers at Western 
Electric’s equipment supply build- 
ing at 4240 Duncan avenue. 

The Atrike here would coincide 


with walkouts scheduled against 
Western Electric in 43 states. 
About 16,000 Western Electric em- 
ployes would be involved and if 
there should be widespread picket- 
ing of Bell system exchanges, 
telephone service, including long 
distance operations, would be 
crippled across the nation. 

Top CIO-CWA officials met last 
night in Detroit to plan strike 
strategy. In negotiations, which 
are being conducted in New York, 
Western Electric has offered in- 
creases which it said amount to 
10 to 12 cents an hour for in- 
stallers. The company said the 
union had made no definite wage 
demands,

aim of the North Atlantic Treaty is “to remove the threat 

of war and thus set free the forces of human progress and ad- 
“yancement,” President Truman said at ceremonies in Consti- 
tution Hall here today marking the third anniversary of the sign- 


ing of the treaty. 


“We want to get rid of poverty, to wipe out ill health and dis- 
ease, to provide better educations for all our people, to build finer 
cities and towns and improve conditions on farms,” the President 


said. 


“We want to open the way to spiritual and religious growth, 


and the continued development of the arts and sciences.” 


Others who spoke at today’s 
ceremonies were Queen Juliana 
of The Netherlands, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, Defense 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett, John 
W. Snyder, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and W. Averell Harri- 
man, director of the Mutual Se- 
curity agency. All stressed the 
oe purposes and potential- 
ties of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

NATO Representatives Attend. 

The ceremonies were attended 
by diplomatic representatives of 
NATO countries here, NATO of- 
ficials, member of Congress and 
xersonnel of North Atlantic Al- 
inance armed forces. 

“Most people can now see that 
we are steadily increasing our 
chances. of preventing another 
world war,” President Truman 
declared. “And they can see that 
if we succeed, a great new future 
will open up for the human mind 
and spirit. 

“There are enormous possibil- 
ities. of applying modern scien- 
tific advances to satisfy the needs 
and desires of men. There are 
immense opportunities to improve 
our social institutions, to bring 
about better living conditions, to 
achieve the free society men 
dream of.” 

“Struggle Not Easy.” 

“The struggle for peace is not 
easy, and it is not a struggle that 
can be won overnight,” Truman 
said at another point in his ad- 
dress. “We shall have to continue 
to work for peace with all the de- 
termination and skill that we 
have. Every one of our coun- 
tries has already accepted heavy 
burdens in this common struggle 
for peace, and there.will be more 
burdens and sacrifices in the fu- 
ture. 

“But we can attain our goal. 
We are demonstrating in the 
North Atlantic community every 
day that the dangers and prob- 
lems of the modern world can be 
successfully overcome by men of 
good will working together in 
‘mutual trust and confidence.” 

Important progress has been 
made in building up the North 
Atlantic community, Truman as- 
serted, adding: 

“We have come a long way in 
these three years. We have 

un to develop sizable defense 
forces, trained and equipped to 
spring into action against aggres- 
sion. If we continue the hard, 
sustained effort we have begun, 
we can clearly foresee the time 
when our common military de- 
fenses will be strong enough to 
defend us against attack.” 

5 Strength in Unity. 

Only by combining their ef- 
forts can the free nations sur- 
vive, the President declared. 

“In the past, many of the 
North Atlantic Treaty countries 
at one time or another have tried 
to find peace through neutrality 
and isolation,” he said. “It didn’t 
work, It will never work. 

“The people of the North At- 
lantic community know that if we 
are to preserve’ our independence, 
we must join our strength to- 
gether.” 

The free world can and must 
bé. both strong and prosperous, 
Secretary of State Acheson said. 

“We all realize that the hardest 
part of the task lies ahead,” he 
declared, but “I am convinced 
that-we can solve these problems, 
however difficult they may be.” 

The North Atlantic Treaty al- 
reddy has begun to bring about 
profound changes among and 
within the free nations, Acheson 
said, and these developments may 
well continue to make themselves 
felt. for generations to come. 

““Something Permanent.” 

“Let us remember that we are 
constructing something more per- 
manent than military formations,” 
he urged. 

“Tn a common enterprise of this 
kind, it is often true that there 
are .consequences of our work 
together which will be more en- 
during than its immediate pur- 
pose. As we learn to work to- 
gether to make ourselves strong, 
We are also learning to think and 
to live together. 

“Already one result of our 
efforts has taken form and sub- 
stance. The nations of continen- 
tal Europe have begun to develop 
unified political, economic and 
military institutions. When com- 
pleted, these institutions can un- 
derpin the strength of Europe for 
generations to come. 

“These countries have attacked 
the barriers to trade which in 
the past have limited the efficient 
use. of their skills and resources. 
They. have taken steps to add to 
the productivity of labor and to 
make sure that the labor force 
_ Can be used to the best possible 
advantage. Some of them have 
developed arrangements for pool- 
ing vital raw materials such as 
coal and steel, and are working 
out plans for merging their mili- 
tary forces.” 

Statement by Snyder. 

Secretary Snyder emphasized 
the harsh economic realities which 
must be faced if the free world is 
to build up its strength ade- 
quately. 

“Our modern economies have 
great capacity to improve effi- 
eiency, to cut real costs and to 
increase output under the stimu- 
lus of defense needs,” he said. 


“Nevertheless, we have to recog- 


| © 
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nize that a joint effort to build| Meee 


up the kind of strength needed 
to make us secure must inevitably 
mean postponement of investment 
and capital development programs 
and some temporary limitations 
on the level of consumption, es- 
pecially in the so-called hard 
goods.” 

“Except as production increases, 
the public must spend less as the 
Government spends more, or de- 
fense will tend to be financed 
through the undesirable and ex- 
pensive form of taxation which is 
called inflation,” Snyder pointed 
out in another passage in his ad- 
dress. 

Warns of Aid Limit. 

American aid to other NATO 
countries cannot continue  in- 
definitely on its present scale, 
Snyder intimated. 

“We realize that the effort of 
defense is being made in the 
NATO area after a _ relatively 
short period of recovery from the 
economic dislocations of World 
War II,” he said. “For this rea- 
son, the United States has un- 
dertaken a program of security 
assistance to supplement its own 
strenuous efforts in rebuilding its 
national defense forces and in 
participating in the United Na- 
tions campaign against aggression 
in Korea. 

“We must look to our associates 
in NATO, however, for the pri- 
mary responsibility to make the 
necessary economic adjustments 
which will be associated with Eu- 
ropean defense over the songer 


period.” 

The greatest possible freedom 
of trade among free nations is 
essential, Snyder said. 

“In proceeding with regional 
co-operation with defense, we 
should not forget the broad ob- 
jective of a unified economic 
world among all the free nations,” 
he said. “The complex modern 
economies rest increasingly upon 
an assured international flow of 
goods. While it is necessary to 
allocate essential materials to de- 
fense, it is important to bear in 
mind the advantages of the great- 
est possible freedom for interna- 
tional trade among all the free 
countries. 

“Free Trade ... Freely.” 

“We shall not have an entirely 
sound, normal and stable inter- 
national trading world until a 
greater number of the free coun- 
tries can carry on their interna- 
tional trade more freely, and 
without excessive reliance on re- 
strictions which protect their in- 
dustries against the healthy stim- 
ulus of world-wide competition. 

“We have completed our re- 
covery from the economic effects 
of the war until the channels of 
international finance are restored 
to normal types of capital invest- 
ment and untjl the major indus- 
trial countries again pay’*for the 
vital raw materials and foods 
which they must have by their 
own efforts.” 

NATO has reached a critical 
point in its development, Mutual 
Security Director Harriman said. 

“The whole process of building 
mutual security is at a critical 
phase in all its aspects,” he de- 
clared. “Courageous political de- 
cisions must be made. Total pro- 
duction must continue to expand. 
The military build-up must go 
ahead rapidly. 

“If any of us who are joined in 
this great endeavor slackens‘ his 
efforts now, we will undermine 
what we have built. This is a 
critical moment in history. When 
the future of mankind will be de- 
termined by the steadfastness, the 
vigor and the speed with which 
we all press forward. 

“In our own lifetime we have 
seen the terrible results of hesita- 
tion. There is no time for hesi- 
tation now.” 

Queen Juliana, speaking in- 
formally, said NATO, as a “group 
of free nations grouped around a 
sea” had only one precedent in 
history. 

That was the Roman Empire, 
the Queen said, but the empire 
gave “a forbidding impression to 
the outside world.” 

NATO should not be something 
negative, she said, but “some- 
thing positive to create peace.” 
As an alliance of free nations 
NATO “could never look forbid-

the organization, militarily, now 
has a “great potentiality of re- 
sistance” to any threat from the 
East. He warned, however, tha 
“the West still faces great prob- 
lems” and that “continued build- 
up is necessary.” 


“When Communism’s sickle de- 
liberately split the world in two,” 
Gen, Bradley said, “Western Eu- 
rope had virtually no combat- 
ready forces. The morale of its 
people was low and many of 
them were resigned to being over- 
run, The defense of Europe was 
merely a hope, a flimsy hope.” 


By contrast, Gen. Bradley add- 
ed, the North Atlantic pact na- 
tions “now stand firmly united” 
and “swiftly moving from ex- 
treme weakness toward the 
strength required to _ insure 
peace.” This change has been 
wrought, he said, through a co- 
ordinated and determined display 
of “industry, vision, courage and 
a willingness to make sacrifices” 
on the part of all nations con- 
cerned. 

Gen. Bradley said the momen- 
tum achieved by NATO in its 
first two years had been “greatly 
accelerated” in the last 12 months 
by agreement on the joint armed 
force to be made available in 
Europe this year and by positive 
steps to implement this agree- 
ment. Further notable progress 
was made, he said, by bringing 
West Germany into the mutual- 
defense setup and by admitting 
Turkey and Greece to NATO

“I think there is probably a 
good reason why presidential 
candidates are so seldom drawn 
from Congress.

Popular in Polls. 

A Newsweek magazine poll of 
50 of the nation’s leading politi- 
cal writers found Vandenberg 
predicted as the most likely Re- 
publican presidential candidate.

Vandenberg confided to friends 
that he could be precipitated, 
however unwillingly, into the con- 
vention race if it were necessary 
to block adoption of an isolation- 
ist foreign policy plank.

Tunisia Issue Up. 

Meanwhile the Security Coun- 
cil met to decide whether to take 
action in the French-Tunisian dis- 
pute. Eleven Asian and African 
countries demanded Wednesday 
that the council consider the dis- 
pute as a threat to international 
peace. 

Observers were waiting to see 
how the United States will vote 
on the question. Anxious to of- 
fend neither its long-time French 
ally nor the millions of the Arab 
world, the United States has tak- 
en an unusually long time to for- 
mulate its position. 

Observers generally agreed that 
only Pakistan, Russia, Nationalist 
China and Chile could be counted 
on to support the Afro-Asian de- 
mand for council action. A ma- 
jority of seven members is neces- 
sary to put the issue on the 
agenda. 

France Barred From Voting. 

France, as an interested party 
to the dispute, is barred from 
voting. 

The United States position — 
with the likelihood that another 
council member, Brazil, would 
follow Washington’s lead — had 
become a paramount issue in the 
council’s taking up of the dis- 
pute.

Let us pass over the seeming differences be- 
tween the news that Presidential Aide Harry H. 
Vaughan has been sounding out sentiment in 
Missouri and the disavowal by Mr. Truman at 
his press conference. Let us consider the larger 
aspects of the idea rather than the details as to 
how it has developed up to this time. 

If we begin by assuming that the defeat of 
Senator Kem is a major goal of the independent 
voters of Missouri this year, then the question 
is: Who stands'the best chance of beating him? 


Stuart Symington undoubtedly would give 
Senator Kem a very hard race on the issues, a 
race which we would hope would be successful. 
But it is not assured that Mr. Symington would 
be nominated in a three-way primary race with 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor of Chillicothe and 
former Congressman Roger C. Slaughter of 
Kansas City. And the defeat of Senator Kem 
by either Taylor or Slaughter would be prob- 
lematical.

How valuable it was to have Adams’ executive 
experience in Congress can be judged from this 
statement in the Dictionary of American Biog- 
raphy: “At the time of his election no member 
had sat in the House who possessed such varied 
experience and appropriate qualities.” 

The other President to return to Congress was 
Andrew Johnson. Like Mr. Truman he was a 
member of the Senate before he became Presi- 
dent. He left the White House in 1869 after the 
bitter impeachment battle. Returning to Ten- 
nessee, his home state, he was proposed for .the 
Senate and in 1874 was elected. 

When Johnson took his seat in March 1875, 
he received a great personal ovation which went 
far to vindicate him after the effort to fire him 
out of the presidency. Illness and death cut his 


service short, but it was marked by a speech. 


notable for its courageous honesty. 

There are similarities between the careers in 
the White House of Harry Truman and Johnson 
and Adams, and Mr. Truman, student of history 
that he is, knows of these. He knows of the will- 
ingness of these leaders to serve in a lesser 
capacity after being President. These examples 
must appeal to him and understandably so. 

All this is background for the news both here 
and in Washington about the man from Inde- 
pendence and the possibility that he might be 
persuaded by a grassroots appeal to run for his 
old seat.

This is not an issue for a newspaper to at- 
tempt to decide.

Rotating the Burden 

A new plan for rotating Army troops from 
Korea has gone in effect. It gives front-line 
troops an advantage, while at the same time 
making the rotation program more efficient. 
Soldiers in front-line units will get four points 
a month toward the day when they return home. 
Troops in intermediate zones will get three 
points and members of service units, two. A 
man is eligible for return after he has 36 points. 
This plan will require 3000 fewer replacements 
each month. 

The Army recently rotated its 200,000th sol- 
dier from Korea. This is an impressive and 
noteworthy logistical accomplishment. Emotion- 
ally, it is heartwarming, expressing as it does 
the will’ of the American people that the U.N. 
burden must be carried on many shoulders. 

The totalitarian approach would ignore rota- 
tion as wasteful of effort and militarily foolish. 
This is the view of those who hold millions in 
slavery. Happily we are having none of it. 
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For Judges, Not Prosecutors 

The Government’s decision not to start crim- 
inal proceedings against Manne H. Mandel of 
St. Louis in connection with a tax case involving 
about $150,000 raises a few questions. The ques- 
tions are all the more pressing because Mandel 
was represented by former employes of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau who were granted special 
permission to take the case, and because the 
decision not to prosecute was based on a psy- 
chiatric examination suggested by former Assist- 
ant Attorney General Theron Lamar Caudle. 

The state of a man’s health, physical or men- 
tal, certainly has a bearing on any case in which 
he may be involved. Customarily, judges take 
note of it in passing sentence. Thus, a sick man 
may be spared a penitentiary term and given a 
heavy fine instead. It is a judicial concern to 
make sure that punishment is not cruel. 

In the Mandel case, however, the prosecutor 
decided not to prosecute because, so it was said, 
trial might endanger a mentally sick man’s life. 
Such circumstances, when they exist, deserve 
thoughtful consideration, especially if a settle- 
ment has been obtained in a tax case. But Rep- 
resentative King’s subcommittee is properly 
alarmed because the excuse of ill health lends 
itself to easy abuse. 

As the committee points out, altogether too 
many tax cases have been recommended for 
prosecution by Internal Revenue Bureau investi- 
gators only to be dropped at higher levels. Ob- 
viously, the prosecuting authorities must have 
some discretion. They must decide whether they 
really have a case which will stand up in court. 
But when it comes to an excuse like ill health, 
it might be well to put the question to a judge. 

When the matter is decided outside court and 
in favor of a client who has retained men like 
Joseph D. Nunan, former commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, and John B. Wenchel, formerly the 
bureau’s chief counsel, there are bound to be 
questions, 
rise from such a case. 

So it is good to know that John B. Dunlap, 
now the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, has 
scrapped the policy of accepting ill health as the 
basis for a decision not to prosecute. If the 
Bureau and the Department of Justice get a case 
under way, they are doing their duty. If serious 
ill health really is involved, this can always be 
pointed out to the court. Generally, the public 
will accept appropriate action by a judge. But 
there can be no similar confidence when cases 
are quashed by bureaucrats. Such men may be 
honest. They may also be abusing their powers.

Exit for McGrath 


The President acted with personal courage 
and decision in announcing the “resignation” of 
Attorney General J. Howard McGrath. McGrath 
was an old friend, but he had to go. 

For months McGrath had delayed investiga- 
tions of his department. He had shown nothing 
more than verbal sympathy with attempts to 
sweep corruption out of the Government. He 
had left this task to Congress, but obstructed 
congressional efforts to get tax files. He had 
appointed Newbold Morris as an investigator, 
praised him, then denounced and fired him. 

By removing McGrath, Mr. Truman gave him- 
self a fine opportunity to clear the history of 
his Administration. Only a few days earlier he 
had announced his withdrawal from the presi- 
dential campaign. By assuring a swift clean-up 
of corruption, he might have been sure of leav- 
ing office with the clearest record. 

But the President replaced McGrath with 
James P,. McGranery. As a Congressman and 
as an assistant to the Attorney General, Judge 
McGranery was always the loyal Democrat. 
Since 1946 he has been federal judge for the 
eastern district of Pennsylvania, but even as a 
judge he continued his interest in party affairs. 

Takis record is certainly no reflection on Judge 
McGranery. But it is an instance of how the 
President made an opportunity for himself, then 
let much of it slip away. 

Mr. Truman might have nominated for At- 
torney General a man of known vigor and polit- 
ical independence, in whom the public would 
have immediate faith as an investigator. Instead, 
Mr. Truman named a man of long attachment to 
the Administration which is under investigation. 

Judge McGranery says the President has given 
him a free hand, dnd he promises to try “to rid 
the Government of corruption.”

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Blow to Downtown Parking 

Downtown garage-and-parking-lot operators 
have scored an unfortunate victory over the 
harassed St. Louis motorist. Loud protests 
from these private interests moved a committee 
of the Missouri House to kill the City Adminis- 
tration’s bill authorizing municipal operation of 
off-street parking facilities. The measure pre- 
viously had passed the Senate. - 

This action virtually eliminates the possibility 
of cheaper and more plentiful parking in down- 
town St. Louis. More important, it leaves the 
City Administration—and the motorist—in the 
hands of these same private interests. For ex- 
isting law compels the city to rent city-financed 
facilities to the private lot operators. The real 
loser is the man who pays to park his car. 

The garage-and-lot group has been unwilling 
or unable to meet the motorist’s parking needs. 
Yet it does not hesitate to object when the city 
moves to fill the void. This is a short-sighted 
and unhealthy approach. So long as the private 
operators are allowed to rule the there 
will be little or no parking relief in St. Louis.

President Truman’s conclusive withdraw- 
al—“I shall not accept ...”—is packed with 
political consequences. 

It will affect both parties. It will change 
the character of the presidential campaign. 
It will influence the election itself. It 
will affect the country in many different 
ways. 

First, let us look at it from Mr. Truman’s 
viewpoint. 

The decision not to run was his own— 
and no one else’s. It was not forced upon 
him. Most of the 
pressures were in eS 
the other direction. gilts 
It was an independ- 
ent decision; it was 
a voluntary decision; an wy 
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the temptation to try 
to stay in office for 
the sake of office. He 
has successfully re- 
sisted the lure of 
presidential power 
and the subtle call 
of the “indispensable man.” 

He has acted to strengthen the tradition 
against the long tenure of one man in the 
White House. Though technically ex- 
empt, he has accepted the spirit and sub- 
stance of the new constitutional prohibi- 
tion against more than two elective terms 
for the President. He has shown that he 
realizes that the verdict of history, as it 
judges his policies and his record, will be 
more important and more lasting than the 
verdict of the 1952 election. 

By declining to accept another presiden- 
tial nomination which he could have with- 
out asking, Mr. Truman has demonstrated 
his very deep faith in the American demo- 
cratic process and his respect for its prop- 
er functioning. It was not an easy deci- 
sion; it was a hard decision; it reveals the 
heights to which the best in Mr. Truman 
can take him. 

The most far-reaching political effects 
will flow from the decision which Mr. 
Truman quietly, unaffectedly, unemotion- 
ally attached to the close of his speech at 
the Jackson-Jefferson day dinner in Wash- 
ington. These three consequences are im- 
mediately discernible: 

1. It means that for the first time in 20 
years the Democratic party may be able 
to make a substantially free choice of its 
presidential nominee. Three times Presi- 

nt Roosevelt commanded his own re- 
nomination, and at no time did Mr. Roose- 
velt give other leaders of the Democratic

' party opportunity to gain prominence and 


stature in any manner which could make 
them his competitors. Mr. Truman beat 
back all party opposition to his nomination 


in 1948, and this year he could have had 
the nomination if he had chosen to an- 
nounce his willingness to run. 

This time Mr. Truman not only has 
withdrawn but he has done it in time to 
permit fair contests within the party be- 
fore the July convention. Senators Estes 
Kefauver, Gov. Adlai Stevenson, Senator 
Robert Kerr, Senator Richard Russell, As- 
sociate Justice William Douglas, and possi- 
bly others will be in the running. 

The President may have his own prefer- 
ence; at present it-seems quite clear that 
he favors Gov. Stevenson. But unless there 
is a widespread demand for a Truman fa- 
vorite—and in the case of Gov. Stevenson 
it would have to be a demand bordering 
on a draft to get him out of the Illinois 
gubernatorial race—Mr. Truman will not 
likely have the power by himself to hand- 
pick his successor, should he wish to do so. 

Last January Mr. Truman had decided 
not to run if he was guaranteed a suitable 
alternative candidate. Last Saturday night 
Mr. Truman announced that he had decid- 
ed not to run, period, paragraph—no ifs 
and, I am confident, no afterthoughts. 

2. The President’s withdrawal, in the 
judgment of detached political observers, 
means that the Republicans will have a 
tougher time at the polls this fall than 
would be the case if Mr. Truman were the 
Democratic nominee. There are. three 
principal reasons. One is that any prob- 
able alternative nominee to the President 
would unite the Democratic party and 
guarantee against the loss of as many as 
128 Electoral College votes through a split 
in the Solid South. Certainly that would 
be the effect of the nomination of either 
Kefauver or Stevenson or Kerr. 

Secondly, Democratic rank-and-file vot- 
ers have shown that they would prefer 
new faces and a fresh, new Democratic 
ticket almost certainly would poll a better 
vote. Finally, a new Democratic ticket 
would be free of much of the onus of cor- 
ruption and scandal which would plague 
the President. 

3. While it is too early to be sure of the 
character of the oncoming campaign, the 
fact that Mr. Truman is not seeking to 
succeed himself will mute muth of the 
bitterness, heat, and harshness which are 
almost bound to mark any third-term can- 
didacy. Basic issues. real differences of 
opinion, and policy can be discussed and 
debated in an atmosphere freer from per- 
sonality. The effect should be a more 
meaningful, a more constructive, and a 
more honest campaign on both sides. 

The best information and judgment 
which I can obtain is that Mr. Truman did 
not consult the political prospects, the 
polls, or the primaries in reaching his de- 
cision. He acted as seemed best to him 
and any man who can voluntarily put aside 
great power has elements of greatness 
within him.

A good many of the space-ship yarn boys 
—in the pulps, the comics, the movies, ra- 
dio and television—make quite a point of 
technical accuracy and plausibility. We 
are perfectly willing to accept the possi- 
bility—or at least suspend disbelief—in 
space ships cavorting about the universe 
a century or two hence. But we find our- 
selves more than a little disturbed at the 
political setup we find portrayed. 

There are variations from yarn to yarn, 
but the general pattern is fairly uniform. 
There are aggressors, there are dictators 
and would-be dictators. There are crimi}- 
nals and gangsters. There are prisons. 
There are roving patrols for law and order, 
always in danger of being wiped out, and 
harassed by stupid political superiors. 

Sometimes there is something like world 

overnment or even universe government. 

he government of the “good guys” usual- 
ly ¢ itself a “democracy.” (The “bad 
guys” always have a dictatorship.) But 
it rarely acts like a democracy. 


In Captain Video, for example, a great 
deal of power seems to be in the hands 
of “commissioners.” They are appointed 
and removed by their administrative supe- 
riors but have authority as sweeping and 
ill-defined as a Persian satrap or a Nazi 
gauleiter. Some functions are carried on 
by boards and councils, but it is not clear 
how any of them get office, or that there 
are any elections of any sort. Law and 
order seem to have collapsed pretty com- 
pletely, and everybody packs a weapon. 

If we thought this represented the prob- 
able future, we should be even more wor- 
ried than we are. But fortunately, there 
is a “#e, explanation than prophetic in- 
sight. The political setup the “‘s 
operas” is not a projection of something 
new at all, but an unimaginative adapta- 
tion of something old. 

It is nothing more nor less than the po- 
litical setup of the horse opera and the 
“whodunit,” traysferred ly into the 
rocket-ship days. 


Between Book Ends ; 
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Heavy With Symbolism 


THE BEETLE LEG, by John Hawkes. (New Directions, 
188 pgs., $2.50.) “a 
A purgatorial setting of half lights and 
shadows, forms the background for “Bee- 
tle Leg,” the story of a construction work- 
er, who was killed in the building of an 
irrigation dam in the West. “The Beetle 
Leg” spins the dead man’s myth and works 
the meaning of it over his survivors. 
“The Beetle Leg” is a novel full of sym- 
bolism. There is the obese, gluttonous, and 
grotesque sheriff who hovers over all as sort 
of a Stygian justice. There is Luke, the work- 
er’s surviving brother; thin, gaunt, and bar- 
ren as the wasteland which must be irfi- 
gated. Cap Leech is the father of Luke 
and the dead man, immoral and yet moral: 
the personification of all our sins and at 
the same time the secret yearning for re- 
demption that lies within us. And there are 
the Red Devils, nocturnal motorcyclists, 
who spark their flames and noise into the 
night. They are the consciences, perhaps, 
of everyone. They are omnipresent in the 
dark, but elusive, daring and frightening. 
All of these, and other characters, grate 
on one another, and seek each other oyt 
like the dead on judgment day. és 
Hawkes seems to be trying to say that in 
the end each blind and blundering charac- 
ter will find his proper niche. All those 
who are restless will eventually lie down 
quietly, each in his proper grave and with 
a sigh acknowledge, “My place.” ‘ 
In the symbolic and psychological writ- 
ing of John Hawkes, the influence of 
James Joyce is unmistakable. Hawkes’ ni- 
hilistic, yet creative potentialities keep his 
readers in a divided state of mind. Like 
Joyce, his obsession with death gradualfy 
yields to a new concern with life. Hawkes’ 
characters, as they trudge through e 
wasteland of their own perplexities and 
confusions, rise reawakened as the present 
learns its lessons from the past. Like 
Joyce, Hawkes attempts to synthesize rath- 
er than explain or illustrate. - 
The author’s sentences, although short, 
are confusing. For instance: “Wade and the 
Sheriff rolled from the shadow on stiff, 
rubber tires, a topheavy pickup truck’’ 
Unfortunately, Mr. Hawkes becomes tido 
much involved in his symbolistic psycholv- 
gy and poetic narration. His book is much 
like the art of modern abstract or impres- 
sionistic painters whose work becomés 
many things to many people. One man’s 
sunset becomes another man’s fried egg. *

The Way the World Is Going < 
CAPITALISM AND SOCIALISM ON TRIAL, by Fritz 
Sternberg. (The John Day Co., 603 pgs., $6.50.) — 

Mr. Sternberg is a democratic socialist, 
and his book is an appraisal of the world 
situation as seen through pink spectacles. 
As such it is a scholarly and informative 
survey which has much to convey to the 
world-minded reader. But Mr. Sternberg 
(now an American citizen) speaks as a Ey- 
ropean with a deep faith in socialism, and 
he clearly does not share our belief in the 
system which has made this country great. 

This big book is actually a summation of 
the author’s lifelong views on world politi- 
cal economy. As a democratic socialist, he 
sees the progress of socialism cast in doubt 
by only two factors—Communist Russia 
with its threat of totalitarianism, and capl- 
talist America, whose continuing prosperi- 
ty makes socialism in this country a high- 
ly remote prospect. It is this feeling which 
has prompted so much doctrinaire bitter- 
ness in Britain against the United States. 

Mr. Sternberg’s theories are sometimes 
at variance with the facts, as witness his 
statement that our strengthening of capi- 
talism in Europe “will weaken the forces 
in the British Labor party which are work- 
ing for the United States of Europe.” It is 
the British Labor party, in power for two 
terms, which in fact turned a cold shoil- 
der towards European federation. . 

The author’s evaluation of American and 
Russian strength is realistic enough, and 
he makes the shrewd point that our eco- 
nomic advantage does not necessarily re- 
flect the military balance. His hope for 
peace is pinned on a European federatidn 
of democratic socialist states which wouJd 
become a dangerous competitor to Moscow 
“in the struggle for the minds of men.” Jt

So confident were the archi- 
tects of this extraordinary policy 
that the German nation was over- 
whelmingly with them that they 
offered to stake everything on 
the outcome of a free election in 
all of Germany. They felt cer- 
tain that the Soviet Government, 
being totalitarian and despotic, 
would never agree to free Ger- 
man elections unless compelled 
to do so; they believed also that 
if by chance the Soviet Govern- 
ment were compelled to agree to 
free elections, this would be a 
moral and spiritual victory for 
the democratic West because the 
German Communist party would 
a be beaten in a free elec- 

on. 


The crisis into which we are 
now heading turns upon the 
growing probability that the So- 
viet Government has decided to 
agree to, indeed insist upon, free 
elections in all of Germany. 


That will not mean that the 
members of the Politburo have 
become Jacksonian Democrats 

' but only that they have come to 

the conclusion that an all-Ger- 
man government will be highly 
‘profitable to the Soviet Union.

RUSSELL OWEN, ANTARCTIC 
EXPEDITION REPORTER, DIES 


CLEVELAND, April 4 (AP)— 
Russell Owen, reporter for the 
New York Times who covered 
Adm. Richard E. Byrd’s first Ant- 
arctic expedition, died yesterday 
of a heart attack at the home of 
a daughter. He was 63 years old. 

In Owen’s opinion, his greatest | 
and most challenging assignment 
was to travel with the Byrd ex- 
pedition to the Antarctic. He left 
New York in September 1928. His 
dispatches from the little-known 
Antarctic continent kept him oc- 
cupied for a year. 

Owen sent his dispatches by 
were reports on the battle of men 
and ships against ice, wind and 
temperatures that dropped to 70 
degrees below zero.

The other film, “SILVER CITY,” is a mining Western. 
You know the other categories—cavalry vs. Sioux or Apaches, 
railroad vs. homesteaders, Yankees vs. ex-Confederates, cattle- 
men vs. sheepmen, gambling boss vs. reform element. Well, 
‘a mining Western always has a struggle for control of a 
wealthy mine, with the heavies always trying to freeze out the 
honest little entrepreneurs from their gold and silver by 
means of dynamite, arson, assassinations, treachery and in- 
trigue. In this case they try to hold off on the gunplay for 
awhile and satisfy the customers with no less than seven 
fistfights and free-for-alls. But it was too much of an effort, 
and in the final few moments, four of the bad guys of 
assorted shades are killed dead as a Hollywood studio story- 
idea department. The mess of bodies at the final curtain is 
the only way in *»which this resembles “Hamlet.” Edmond 
O'Brien, Yvonne DeCarlo, Barry Fitzgerald and Richard Arlen 
are among the unfortunate actors.

Looking at Neurosis 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


O one should be ashamed of being neurotic. It is a disease 
Nive as is battle fatigue or mumps. Just as some people are 

more susceptible to mumps than are other people, so some 
are more likely to have a neurosis. 

We don’t think that people who have polio or scarlet fever 
or such other diseases are weaklings. Neither is there any 
reason to think that neurotics are weaklings. And yet that is 
a very popular notion. 

Any battle-front soldier or sailor who claims he isn’t 
scared is a liar. Fear is normal. But, after a certain amount of 
fear or anxiety or anger—emotional upsets—certain fuses may 
temporarily blow out. Then the emotions become short-cir- 
cuited, so to speak, and produce other symptoms.

ANYONE MAY HAVE A NEUROSIS. People vary in the 
number and kind of personal, family, social, or physical 
troubles to which they can adjust. 

Just as electrical circuits have fuses to protect the whole 
system so human beings have reactions to emotional over- 
loads to protect the total physical-mental personality. When 
an overload of troubles becomes great enough, you blow 
fuses. You haven’t damaged the wiring or the nerves. 

How great the troubles have to be or how long they have 
to last before a fuse blows varies from person to person. When 
your limit is reaehed, you™may react in various ways. Some 
of these reactions are called neuroses. . 

What you need to do is adopt the philosophy of the 
householder. He doesn’t complain about the weakness of the 
electrical circuit when a fuse blows. He simply says there 
must have been an overload somewhere, and he had better 
find out where. 

Similarly, you shouldn’t blame a person for having a 
neurosis or even the much more severe psychosis.

NEUROSES ARE DISEASES that can often be treated 
successfully with your help. By and large, your personal phy- 
sician is the best doctor for treating your n@uroses. Treatment 
is time-consuming because it is by conversation. Some people 
don’t want to pay their personal physicians by the hour (al- 
though they will so pay a psychiatrist). So some doctors feel 
they cannot afford to spend enough time helping their neurotic 
patients. 

About half the patients a general practitioner sees have 
symptoms from a neurosis. That puts the doctor in a quan- 
dary. So many people are made angry by being called neurotic 
that he can’t mention the diagnosis straight out. Treatment 
by indirection is not easy. 

There is no reason why people should feel this way when 
they really understand what a neurosis is not. It is NOT a 
sign of individual weakness. It is NOT a synonym for insanity. 
It is NOT anything except a short circuit of the emotions and 
thinking processes so that symptoms are produced. 

Just as fuses can be replaced in household electrical cir- 
cuits and they work as well as ever, so neuroses can be 
talked out with your physician and worked out on the job 


and with your family. : .

BOUT a quarter of a century 
ago, John Banks was faced 
with a momentous decision.

Banks gave the matter 
some serious thought and came 
to a speedy solution.

A mild and modest silvery- 
haired man, who speaks with a 
fascinating Scottish-English ae- 
cent, Banks is inclined to be 
deprecatory about his own achieve- 
ments and assures you that he 
doesn’t “want to give the impres- 
sion I’m a little more clever than 
the others.” 

“But over the years, I think I 
can say without undue boasting,” 
he adds, “I’ve become recognized 
- having a certain knowledge of 

ogs.” : 

It was an ability he acquired 
naturally enough in his boyhood 
home in Chester, England, a city 
that is still inclosed by its 2000- 
year-old Roman wall. His family 
had raised dogs for show, mostly 
terriers. 

“And I’d grown up with a 
knowledge that I believed was 
general knowledge but found out 
in this country was special knowl- 
edge,” he says.

OON after he came to the 
United States, by way of Can- 


! Ss in 1914, he began follow- 


ing his hobby and through a fel- 
low dog-fancier, G. L. L. Davis, 
vice president of the Scullin Steel 
Co., he became acquainted “in 
doggy circles.” His reputation as 
a dog handler spread and soon he 
was so much in demand that his 
sideline was making inroads into 
his job as personnel director in 
charge of labor and compensation 
for the American Car and Foundry 
Co. Banks went along with the 
classic conclusion that the more 
he saw of people the better he 
liked dogs and began to devote 
full time to following dog shows. 


Nowadays most dog handlers 
transport their charges—usually 
about 10 dogs—in station wagons, 
but in the earlier days they had 
to be accompanied to the train 
depot, weighed as excess baggage 
on his ticket, and often moved 
from one train to another in the 
middle of the night. But despite 
this hectic mode of travel and the 
sleepless nights involved, it had 
its compensations, too. 

“For one thing, in traveling you 
can always arrange it so that you 
follow the sun,” Banks points out. 
“In winter there is a circuit of 
shows, starting in January, con- 
veniently enough in Florida. This 
deep south circuit continues 
through New Orleans, Biloxi, 
Baton Rouge, Lafayette, La. A 
little later on, there is the Sun- 
shine circuit, Phoenix, Tucson, 
Albuquerque, El Paso and Santa 
Fe. Then we'd begin to drift 
north, to Wisconsin in the sum- 
mer. That way your business be- 
came your pleasure. 

“Occasionally the owners would 
go along as a sort of vacation. 
Sometimes we'd even make a 
camping trip of it, cooking and 
making our own coffee on the 
road while the dogs were exer- 
cising.” 

Banks also enjoyed the sight- 
seeing phase of his job, feels he 
could “run for mayor of San An- 
tonio,” he is so well acquainted 
with and impressed by the points 
of interest of that city. Contact 
with a variety of types of people 
was another advantage of the job, 
as he puts it, “if you’re that way

inclined—and I always was that 
way inclined.” : 

At one time Banks found him- 
self carrying on a correspondence 
with a group of cowhands at a 
western ranch. The ranch owner 
had been sent a dog from Eng- 
land and had turned it over to 
Banks to show. The cowboys’ im- 
patient waiting for wires telling 
of their mascot’s triumphs later 
became the subject of a book, 
“John and His Little Cowboy,” 
written by the ranch owner. 

Banks has never found a dog 
he couldn’t handle, and maintains 
that “all dogs are easy to get 
along with for a person who's 
doggy inclined.” 


“A dog’s attitude is like a per- 
son's,” he goes ,on, “except that 
a dog’s senses are more acute. 
We speak of the five senses but 
a dog has a highly developed sixth 
sense something like woman's in- 
tuition, in that they can anticipate 
or sense what you want of them 
without waiting to be told. A dog 
doesn’t look you up and down; 


he decides instinctly yes or no.” 


“Banks recalls discussing the 
matter once with noted author 
and dog fancier, Arthur Payson 
Terhune, who maintained that 
dogs liked or disliked a person 
because of the person’s odor de- 
tected at as great a distance as 
150 yards.

B obstacies, began his judging 

with shows at San Francisco, 
Cleveland, Kansas City and Okla- 
homa City, and is in demand for 
numerous shows following the one 
here. He likes to emphasize that 
the duty of a judge is to evaluate 
dogs as to their merits corre- 
sponding with the standard re- 
quirements of the breed. 

“A judge isn’t supposed to have 
fancies of his own,” he says. “He’s 
supposed to interpret the stand- 
ards as set down by the A.K.C.” 

Standards alter from year to 
year and Banks believes that 
“some of the dogs I knew in my 
early days wouldn’t rate among 
dogs Winning honors today.” 

Frequently dog owners do not 
see eye to eye with the judges as 
to the merits of their dogs. Banks 
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thinks this is because the owner 
is inclined to remember a cer- 
tain striking pose or attitude that 
he has displayed but does not dis- 
play during the show, and often 
endows the dog with virtues the 
judge cannot see. : 


“I recall being at the ringside 
of one show at which a young 
lady had a great deal of difficulty 
getting her dog to walk in the 
ring let alone show to advantage. 
After giving out-the awards the 
judge turned to the young lady 
and told her that if her dog had 
shown more spirit he might have 
been able to give it a higher 
rating. When she reached the out- 
side of the ring she began telling 
everyone that would listen to her 
that if the judge had any doubts 
as to the dog having spirit, he 
should have been at her house 
the morning the man from the 
gas company came to read the 
meter.”

T is not always possible to 

make the right hairline deci- 

sion in the bidding—it is often 
wise to take out insurance by 
sacrificing, even though the 
enemy might be beaten at their 
contract. But it is vital under 
such circumstances to save what- 
ever tricks can be saved in the 
play. Consider this deal from all 
angles. .

As it happened, North-South 
could have defeated the five- 
heart contract one trick, but 
South could not be blamed for 
deciding to go to five spades. Ob- 
serve that only a club lead would 
have beaten five hearts—and it 
needed near-clairvoyance on 
South’s part to make that lead. 


No, it was not South’s bidding 
that was at fault—it was his play 
of the sacrifice contract. West 
opened the heart jack—after bid- 
ding four hearts, he didn’t have 
to announce his length to partner 
by leading fourth-best—and East 
won with the ace. East shifted 
promptly to a low diamond, and 
when West played the 10, declarer 
didn’t even hesitate about putting 
up dummy’s ace. Then he led a 
trump. East won and cashed two 
diamond tricks, and of course 
South also had to concede the 
club trick. Down 500. 


It may not seem a matter of 
burning importance to save a 
trick and go down two instead 
of three, but these 200-point sav- 
ings add-up to a tremendous to- 
tal in the long run. South was 
in too much of a hurry to let 
his diamond ace be knocked out. 
Later, South said that he was 
afraid of a defensive shift to clubs 
and a club ruff, but the defenders 
had had that chance—presumably 
neither one had a singleton. 
South should have ‘held up the 
diamond ace for one round and 
taken the second round, then 
forced out the club ace. True, 
West could then shift to trumps, 
and East would collect another 
diamond trick—but at least South 
might have given West the chance 
to make a There are 
a great many players who, in 
West’s position, would not shift to 
trumps after taking the club ace! 
And if the trump shift didn't 
come, South could discard a dia- 
mond on a club while East wasted 
his ace of trumps, ruffing.
